EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The Democratic Congressional Com- 


mittee h»T« figured up that they will 
h»Te a majority of ten in the next House 
•of R»pr«s«nUtives, bat count on losing 
the Congressman from Nevada. This 
ahows how little faith they hate in the 
Democracy carrying this State when no 
aaok it in the field. The Democrats in 
Congress are too anxious to carry the 
next Home to give up any districts that 
are at all doubtful, and they must have 
reliable information on which to base 
this supposition. This information was 
•danbtless famished by Mr. Fair. 
The 


Republicans will oarry Nevada this 
Fall. 


The rerenuo bill recently passed the 


House materially reduces internal rev- 
enne taxation. It abolishes the tax on 
bank checks, capital and deposits, on 
matches and perfumery, and on propri- 
tary medicines; reduces the special li- 
cense tax on tobacco dealers, and re- 
duce a to $1 the tax on cigars and cigar- 
ettes weighing more than three pounds 
per 1,000, and to 75 cants the tax on 
cigarettes weighing leas' than three 
.pounds per 1,000. 


A bill now before Congress, and like- 


ly aoon to become a law, opens to home- 
stead settlers the odd sections of rail- 
road land hitherto only to be had from 
the Government by purchase. 
The 


land allowed to each settler Is 170 acres, 
and if anyone under previous laws has 
not been able to acquire that amount 
he is authorized to claim whatever num- 
ber of acres may be necessary to make 
it up, the .residence and cultivation of 
land in his original entry, if he has 
made any, to be considered as making 
good his claim in his new entry, nud it 
is to be deducted from the five years' 
residence required by law. 


When a man comes out in a crowd 


and says he will not run for office he 
reminds one very much of that other 
man who pinned a temperance badge 
on his coat go that some one would ask 
him to take a drink under the mistaken 
impression that he would refuse.

An Eastern paper says:

the Mississippi river is subsiding, arid 
some estimate can be made of the dam- 
ago done to Illinois by the bursting of 
the levee near Qnmcy.

subsidence of the waters and the return 
of the river to its ordinary bed the el- 
act loss cannot be determined, but it is 
estimated that a total of $3,000,000 is 
rather under than above the actual loss 
sustained, which principally falls upon 
the farming community, many of whom 
have been deprived of cattle, crops and 
their means of subsistence during the 
coming winter. 


In his speech in the House on the 


naval appropriation bill, Kobeson said 
of Sau Francisco that there was suffi- 
cient water iu the Golden Gate to allow 
the largest foreign ironclads to enter. 
Tuc wat«-r rushed in and out with such 
Telocity that stationary torpedoes could 
not be anchored, and the city must be 
defended by ironclads. "With the Mon- 
adnoc/nnd Couianche to cruise at the 
entrance of the harbor, and two torpedo 
beats to attack invading ships, no fleet 
in the world could successfully bombard 
the city. 


When the fast trains now operated 


between New Yojk and Chicago arrive 
at the end of their run, each engineer 
ateps to the front of his locomotive and 
brushes the dead birds from the plate 
over the "cow-catcher."

Struck toy Lightning. 


Wo published the news several days 


ngo of the death of Win. Leith, Jr., by 
being struck by lightning. The Susan- 
ville Advocate of Saturday supplies the 
particulars: 


Last Monday afternoon during the 


prevalence of a shower accompanied by 
thunder and lightning, general through- 
out this valley, two men were struck 
and one instantly killed. The particu- 
lars are as follows: Wm. Leith, Jr. a 
young man about 31 years of age, and 
who has resided with his parents in 
this country since 1864, was on the 
way from his home near Janesville to 
the resident of a neighbor for the pur- 
pose of borrowing a wagon for which to 
visit Susanville on the Fourth. This 
was about 2:30 P.M. and during the 
shower. At a point opposite Charley 
Barbara's place he met Mr. 3. Grass. 
They were both in their wagons and 
stopped for conversation. They had 
exchanged but few a words when the 
casualty occurred. Leith was knocked 
back over the seat into the bed of his 
wagon, his team running away. Grass' 
horses were knocked down and himself 
stunned, probably by the force of the 
concussion. 
Leith's team kept the 


road but ran on until stopped at Theo- 
dore's ranch, by Henry Tyrrel. It was 
sometime before the body was recog- 
nized the head and face being badly 
burned. 
The 
electric flame struck 


Leith on the right side of the head, and 
ran straight down that side of his body. 
His clothing and the wagon were on fire 
when found. 


The casulty occurred about five miles 


east of Janesville, and about 100 yards 
west of the bars leading into Mr. Con- 
ger's place. As soon as Mr. Grass re- 
covered consciousness he made his way 
to Conger's residence, taking down piece 
of the fence to get there, and together 
they set out to look for Leith. Observ- 
ing that his team kept in the road, they 
concluded that Leith'a team had ran 
away.

A colored 
man takes delight in showing his agil- 
ity and tarns a handspring as handily 
as anyone. An Indian danced a war 
dance, while an Italian told of the won- 
ders of a little chain he held. ''Jack" 
better known as "Be God" ia very 
friendly and talkative. Ha inquired for 
all the boys and did not want to be for- 
gotten. Another fellow told Dr. Daw- 
son that he wanted to go now and earn 
bis own living.

woman took quite a fancy to this writer 
and insisted on escorting us down the 
hallway showing pictures in an illustrat- 
ed paper. 
Another was strapped to a 


bench, but upon her promising to be 
quiet was released, when she jumped 
up and ran into a room with a rush. 
Every patient in the Asylum has an in- 
teresting history and we wish we had 
space to tell it. Ererything about the 
Asylum is iu first clas= order, the kitch- 
en, laundry, wards are all now in 
thorough working order and everything 
goes as smoothly as could be expected 
in a new institution.

Masonic Patriarch. 


Joseph De Boll has one of the oldest 


Masonic records on the Pacific coast. 
It runs from 1850 to 1854 and was pre- 
sented him by Win.'H. Howard, Past 
Grand Master of California and founder 
of Virginia Lodge iu Virginia City 
which was named for him and was 
known as Howard Lodge for many 
years. The book shows Mr. De Bell to 
have been initated in 1353. He has 
been a Knight Templar since 1857. 


One would hardly suppose that a per- 


son could ran • lance into his side four 
inches, and into the lung at that, and 
liv«. Yet tnch is the oaie and we hive 
a man who has done it in Reno. Mr. A. 
H. Barnes, of the Golden Eagle Hotel, 
has worn a silver tube for thirty years, 
thereby saving his life. An" account of 
this remarkable surgery cannot fail to 
be interesting. 
The year 1819 Mr. 


Ba/nes, then residing at Sycamore, De 
Kalb county, Illinois, was pronounced 
an incurable case of consumption, being 
confined to his bed, entirely prostrated, 
and reduced to a mere skeleton. He 
has been afflicted with cholera, typhoid 
pneumonia, and pleurisy, finally result- 
ing as above mentioned, and when he 
came under the treatment of J. M. 
Woodman, M. D., then of the same 
place, his life had been despaired of. 
The lower part of the left lung was rap- 
idly decaying; there was violent cough- 
ing, accompanied by excessive expecto- 
ration, pains, sinking spells, etc., and 
it was considered that a short time 
would suffice for the dread disease to 
finish its work. Thero was the 'usual 
daily "hectic fever," followed by pro- 
fuse night sweats, and the left lung, 
when submitted to examination by pre- 
onssion, gave forth only the usual dull 
thud known iu such cases. All the 
known "remedies" and soothing appli- 
ances, eta., were brought into requisi- 
tion, as well the skill of the best rnedi- 
ical talent, but all ;lo no avail. And 
now comas the interesting part of this 
narrative. 
Dr. Woodman and 
Mr. 


Barnes, on. Consultation, conceived the 
idea of tapping the lung, with a view to 
drawing off the accumulating matter 
which was causing so much pain and ex- 
haustion in expectorating, as well as GO 
rapidly carrying the victim to the grave. 
Long and earnest were the consultations, 
and as each day saw the patient failing 
a little, so each day gave him courage to 
have the operation performed. Pains 
and threatening from the other lung also 
hastened action. All medical men who 
were consulted scouted the idea, claim- 
ing that immediately upon the air strik- 


I Sue the lung from nn incision, the lung 


i would collapse, and death result in- 
stantly. But, in the face ef all opposi- 
tion, it was decided to go ahead. All 
necessary preparations 
having been 


made, an incision was made between the 
sixth aud seventh ribs. 
Then a large 


silver needle was inserted four inches 
directly into the lung, without meeting 
any solid substance. 
Then n silver 


catheter tube was inserted; whan imme- 
diately there commenced a rapid dis- 
charge of thick, heavy matter, until over 
a quart has been discharged. To the 
great joy of all present, instead of auy 
bad effects, there was immediate relief, 
and eas'i in breathing, the coughing and 
expectoration nearly ceased, and in a 
short space of time the patient dropped 
off into a quiet, refreshing sleep, from 
which he awoke, calling for something 
to eat. Of course, now all thoughts 
turned to saving the patient, and the 
doctor was daily and nightly at the bed- 
side, daily repeating the operation of in- 
serting the tube, for many weeks, each 
time drawing off a large amount of mat 
ter, and with his own hands lifting the 
patient from the bed when occasion re- 
quired. Mr. B. all the time improving 
rapidly, the operation was continued ut 
intervals for about one year, when coui- 
pa'atively health was restored, and the 
daily discharge was only a few drops of 
colorless fluid, or slightly-colored serum. 
The upper part of the lung became ac- 
tive—but with diminished action—-to 
about the sixth rib, where all respiration 
ceased. The orifice was now allowed to 
heal, the life saving silver tube wits 
carefully laid away for future use, if wver 
needed, and Mr. B. went about hh bus- 
iness in active life, for a period of thir- 
teen years. During this time, he hud 
frequent attacks of cough and pain; was 
at times confined for weeks in the house, 
in the meantime (1861) having moved 
to Htraey Lake Valley, where, in 1862, 
he was taken with -a severe cough, 
brought oil by overwork and exposure. 


All the old trouble se^uaed to corns 


back to him, and after uina month* oi 
intense suffering, M»roh, 1863. foaaJ 
Mr. B, again prostrated «nj "on tUa 
brink of the grave." 
Novr, again, the 


resident physicians were opposed to the 
idea of an incision, and after repeated 
appeals for an operation, which was re- 
fused, Mr. B. borrowed a lance and cat 
open hiasids himself.' HB then inserted 
a catheter, and drawing off nearly a 
quart of matter, immediate ralief was 
found. The cough and expectoration 
stopped almost instantly, and Mr. B. 
was soon upon his feet again. The sil- 
ver tnde, which is over four inches loug, 
waa\now inserted and has beeu con- 
s'tautly worn ever since, aud from it 
there has baen discharged each and 
every day from that time until uljoiu 
May 1st, 1879, about half a common 
tumbler fall of thick, heavy matter nod 
s«rncB. Since iI»B, 1st, the discharge 
has bees about half that amount, and 
principally serum, (the liquid portion of 
the bleod afttr the separation of the 
coagulom or clot, of which albumen is 
the principal organic ingredient) and 


dating the whole ate oi the tube there 


been discharged in all about one 


kindred and twenty-five gallons. Some 
,ime in 1875 there appeared to be a cal- 
oui or other hard substance on the in- 
side, ani the tube ceuld not be inserted 
to fall length with the usual pressure; 
also inward bleeding had taken- place, 
which caused alarm, and death from 
strangulation wai imminent, medical aid 
was summoned, and after long and per- 
•istent persuasion, H. H. Hogan, M. 
D., was induced to use force enough to 
posh the silver tube through the hard 
•ubstance. 
Thii being done, warm 


water was introduced by the aso of a 
syringe, which 
developed 
the 
fact 


thaS the cavity caused by Ibe decayed 
ung was filled ^ith clotted blood and 
other matter in ropy substance, which 
being reduced was expelled as usual. 
As before stated, the tube has bean con- 
stantly worn since 1863, and the least 
obstruction or stoppage of the discharge 


i always caused immediate suffering. 


The tube is easily heard as it touches 
fee ribs on the inside of the back. It is 
Held in place in front by a notch in the 
tube, into which the ribs shut and hold 
t. Mr. B. lays that if it only run 
through on the back side aud was held 
there in same way, he would have it all 
solid. The upper part (about half) of 
the lung is still somewhat active, and 
the decay seems just now. to be partially 
arrested, and it is possible that by keep- 
ing the cavity free from the serum, there 
may be a complete healing and cure. 
The side is somewhat shrunken, and 
the lower ribs appear as one, solid de- 
ceased bone, caused no doubt by the ac- 
cumulation of matter in the cavity dur- 
ing the long period of thirteen years, 
when the tube was not in nse. The 
right lung is sound and strong, and Mr. 
B. enjoys average health. 
Some time 


ago the oiifiee was again closed, possi- 
ble by clotted blood. 
Since then Mr. 


Barnes has endeavored to reopen the re- 
markable orifice, but has not been able 
to insirt the silver tube. It seems as if 


» cavity has turned, and the tube, 


being straight, will not enter. He will 
have it fitted 'so that it will go in. In 
the m*ac time he has a good deal of in- 
convenience, because of weakness of 
respiration and perspiration. 
He is a 


man of very regular and temperate 
habits, does not u*e tobacco in any 
form, nor stimulus of any kind, hardly 
ever uses any medicine, excepting some- 
time a little iron for the blood; is always 
feeling well when the hole in his side is 
open, sometimes feels a heaviness there, 
but has got used to that.
